like a tongue of fire through the mob 
within a few seconds after Judge 
Wellborn ceased speaking. It was 
the signal for a concerted rush toward 
the building. The instant the court- 
room doors were thrown open, Lu- 
cille Norman (Mrs. Lucille Quidera) 
and Mercedes Figueroa leaped out and 
ran like antelopes for the street 
They reached it just as the vanguard 
of the mob from Main and New High 
streets swirled up the steps. Scream- 
ing in Spanish the slogans of the revo- 
lutionists, “Libertad y Tierra,” they 
hurled themselves into the crowd. 

From a crowd, the mass of human- 
ity became in an instant a howling 

its geographical center shifting 
swiftly from Temple and New High 
atreets to the southwest corner of 
the Federal building. Actual riot- 
ing was in progress for almost an 
hour and the police estimate that ov- 
er 2000 persons took part altogether. 
Two riot calls were sent in, thirteen 
men and five women were arrested on 
charges of inciting a riot and eight 
persons were more or less badly hurt. 
Of the latter, one rioter was badly 
hurt by an officer’s club, one citizen 
was stabbed in an effort to assist the 
police and six officers were bruised and 
battered. 

The first riot call was sent in when 
it became apparent that the force of” 
deputies and plainclothesmen would 
be unable to quell the trouble. It 
was swiftly followed by a second. 


Five automobile loads of policemen |: 


were rushed to the scene and within 
ten minutes after the first outbreak, 
Capt. Murray, in charge of the Central 
Station, had sixty reserves on the 
ground, these in addition to those 
already sent in anticipation of trouble. 

While they struggled with the 
rioters, other officers were bundling 
their prisoners into machines and tak- 
ing them to headquarters, returning 
at once to the scene of trouble. The 
women, one with a baby in her arms, 
were taken to the Boyle Heights sta- 
tion. The men were locked up at the 
Central Station.

THE INJURED. 

Charies Johnson, a colored boot- 
black, of No. 213% North Main street, 
was stabbed in the right side while 
assisting the officers who went to the 
rescue of Detectives H. L. Varey. He 
was treated at the Receiving Hos- 


pital. 

The officers who were hurt during 
the riot were: | 

Sergt. J. A. McDowell, hit on the 
back of the head; Patrolman W. C. 
Garard, bruises and contusions; De- 
tective John Fitzgerald, bruises and 
contusions; Patrolman C. R. Hoff- 
man, bruised face and back; Detective 
H. L. Varey, thrown down, ear 
bruised; Plainclothesman McAuliffe, 
black eye. 

The police had most of their 
trouble with the Mexican women in 
the crowd. They took advantage of 
their sex and resisted the officers, 
knowing that they would not be 
roughly handled. In several instances 
the women took the long pins from 
their hats and attempted to use them 
on the officers and others who were 
assisting in quelling the disturbance. 

While the melee was at its height, 
a Mexican struck Detective Varey 
from behind, knocking him down. 
Instantly two other Mexicans jumped 
on the prostrate officer. One of them 
was in the act of drawing a knife 
when Patrolman Hoffman knocked it 
out of his hand. 


Johnson, the bootblack, rushed to 


Patrolman Hoffman's assistance, and 
was stabbed by a rioter who picked 


up the knife that the Mexican tried 


to use on Detective Varey. 

Detective Fitzgerald was assaulted 
by a man who carried a knife. He 
saved himself by knocking the man 
to the ground by a well-directed biow 
on the neck. 

,LIKE A TIGRESS. 

Mrs. Quidera fought like a tigress 
until several officers smothered her 
by taking her bodily in their armis. 
The Figueroa woman could not be 
suppressed until handcuffs were 
placed upon her wrists. In that con- 
dition she tried to excite further 
trouble by screaming at the top of 
her voice when placed in the patrol 
wagon. 

The proceedings in the United States 
Courtroom were comparatively quiet. 
In order to avoid trouble, the four 
prisoners were brought over from the 
County Jail at 9 o'clock. Even at 
that hour the line of march to the 
Courtroom was lined with angry 
crowds of sympathizers. 

Seret. McDowell and ten policemen 
mixed with the throng in the cor- 
ridors and in the courtroom. They 


| were the objects of bitter invective, 


chiefly from the women. Twelve 
plain-clothes men of the city police 
and a half-dozen deputy sheriffs were 


‘on hand ready for business. 


Before the convening of court, the 

relatives and friends of the prisoners 
were allowed to visit them inside the 
rail. Ricardo Flores Magon spent his 
time with his wife, but was the center 
of attraction, and every Mexican who 
entered the courtroom stopped to 
shake his hand. He was evidently 
pleased with these attentions. En- 
rique Flores Magon put in his time 
playing with his baby and taiking 
earnestly with his wife. Figueroa 
and Rivera, whose retreating fore- 
head and ferret-like eyes have earned 
for him the sobriquet of “the rat,” 
held a reception with friends. None 
of the prisoners were apparently at 
all worried. 
When the case was called, Willedd 
Andrews, attorney for the defense, 
asked for some degree of clemency, 
declaring that but one conspiracy had 
been proven against the men, and 
that at the time of the overt acts 
complained of there Were thousands 
of men crossing the border into Mex- 
ico. 


Assistant United States District At- 
torney Robinson, to whose activity 
most of the credit for the conviction 
of the quartette is due, replied that 
the men were not mere enthusiasts, 
but that two of the four had already | 
served terms in the penitentiary for 
violation of the neutrality laws. Not 
enly that, he said, but immediately 
after their release from prison, they 
had started the propaganda in Los 
Angeles. He declared they had 
favored murder, robbery and fire as 


‘@ means of achieving their end—the 


establishment of an independent re-| 
public im Southern California—and 
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that sentence should be inflicted that 
would be a lesson to them. The gov- 
ernment, he said, had no desire to 
pursue any man, but the frequent 
violations of the neutrality laws as 
shown these men had been guilty of

Judge. Wellborn, in passing sen- 
tence, said that the jury could have 
come to no other decision in the case, 
that the proof of their guilt was over- 
whelming. The law against the viola- 
tion of neutrality is one of the oldest 
in the Federal statutes, by 
Congress during the administration of 
Washington. The violations of that 
law by these men, he declared, had 
been deliberate and persistent; it 
could not be permitted. In this case, 
as in nearly every other criminal 
case, he remarked that the innocent 
families of the prisoners must suf- 
fer, but that fact must not stand 
against a proper enforcement of the 
law. 
resentment against the prisoners, but

It was evident that the prisoners 
were delighted with the sentence then 
passed. They evidently realized that 
they could be sent to prison for two

but Judge Weliborn made his ruling 
plain by remarking’ that there was but 
one charge of conspiracy against the 
men, and all had been found guilty 
of that. The fact that they had been 
found guilty of varying numbers of 
overt acts in connection with enlisting 
men for service in Mexico cut no fig- 
ure, he said, the only sentence to be 
imposed was for conspiracy. Under 
the Federal statutes two years im- 
prisonment or $10,000 fine, or both 
is all that ean be given on that charge. 
Ricardo Flores. Magon, who had col- 
lapsed when taken to jail last Satur- 
day worning, fairly beamed. His 
brother reached over and kissed his 
wife. Figueroa shook his wife’s hand, 
and even Rivera managed to smile his 
satisfaction. 

The prisoners were fairly pushed in- 
‘to the elevator in the rear of the 
Federal building, the crowd in the 
corridor almost sweeping the officers 
off their feet. A half dozen crying 
young Mexican girls pressed toward 
the Magon brothers as if to make a 
demonstration, but were repulsed by 
the officers, the Magons themselves 
doing what they could to’stop the bed- 
lam. The prisoners were badly scared 
fearing that some danger might come 
to them through the activity of their 
over-zealous friends, and urged the 
crowd to disperse. 

One of the startling possibilities of 
the case was revealed when Detectives 
Varey and Fitzgerald called upon 
United States Marshal Youngworth 
with the information that just after 
the prisoners had been returned to the 
jail, three Mexicans, supposed to have 
come from the new headquarters of 
the Junta on Boston street, drove up in 
an auto and stopped in front of the 
county garage on New High street. 
Just as they alighted the cordon of 
police had reached the jail. If the 
new comers had intended a rescue 
they were too late. It ig stated by 
those at the county garage who saw 
the outfit that the auto contained six 
guns, presumably to be used by the 
rescue party and the prisoners in their 
fight for freedom. Word was sent to 
the Central Station to locate the mys- 
terious strangers and the machine. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

The case completed yesterday began 
in Imperial Valley nearly two years 
ago. On December 22, 1910, Stanley 
Williams, whose real name was Cohen, 
and Simon Berthold crossed the line 
between Mexico and the United 
States and went to Calexico. Both 
men afterward became commanders 
in the insurrecto army, which was to 
establish a new republic in Lower 
California, based on the proposition of 
community of property. Williams and 
Berthold are both dead, the first 
named at Mexicali, and Berthold at 
Alamo, across the Mexican line. 

The attention of the United States 
government was called to the violation 
of the neutrality laws by the Magons 
and on February 16, 1911, James 
Gainor, special agent of the United 

tates Department of Justice, was sent 
to Los Angeles to work up the case, 
From that day to this Gainor has been 
on the job, and has made dozens of 
trips rounding up witnesses in this 
country and Mexico. Through long 
experience in riding the Rio Grande 
he knew nearly all of the men engaged 
in the rebellion, and his services were 
invaluable. He has literally eaten and 
slept with the Magon case since he 
participated in the rald of the Junta 
headquarters on East Fourth street on 
June 14, 1911,

HIS ATTITUDE CHANGED. 
Man Charged With Having Reviled 
Flag Asserts He Merely Denounced 
© Government—No Jury Trial. 
In a penitent mood was J. A. Bost, 
alleged I.W.W. agitator, when taken 
before Police Judge Frederickson, yes- 
terday afternoon, to plead to a charge 
of having reviled the flag, preferred 
against him several weeks ago by 
Plainclothesmen Wedge and Burgess. 
At that time he demanded a jury trial, 
and asked time in which to enter his 
lea. 
“I did not mean to revile thé flag,” 
Bost declared yesterday. 
He entered on a long dissertation on 
the position of the wage-earner and 
the policy of the government. He 
said that when arrested he was at- 
tacking the present form of govern- 


‘ment, not the American flag. 


“I probably used the flag as a fig- 
ure of speech to make clear my argu- 
ment,”’ continued the defendant, “and 
was misunderstood.” 

Bost commented on the beauty of 


under and for it, and deciared that the 
fiag, as he looks on it, changes with 
different forms of government. In 
reality, he said, he had denounced the 


| governmental system. 


After Bost had withdrawn his re- 
quest for a jury trial, saying he is will- 
ing to be tried by~ the court, Judge 
Frederickson asked him if he would 
be willing to plead to a charge of hav- 
ing disturbed the peace. 

While Bost was making an evasive 
reply, Capt. Murray, admonished the 
patrolmen against swearing to such a 
complaint. 

“I don’t eare to have the officers 
change the ‘ctomplaint,” said the cap- 
tain, addressing the court. 

“Why not?” 

“This complaint is good enough,” 
answered Murray. 

“That is for me to determine,” re- 
plied the court, 

“Then I would suggest you dismiss 
it.” said Murray. 

“I will not do that either,” returned 
the judge. “I am competent to 
handle this court.”

JUDGE REBUKBES APPEL. 

Turning to Appel, Judge Hutton 
said: “Mr. Appel, your personal at- 
tack upon Capt. Fredericks was en- 
tirely uncalled for.” 
The judge did not rebuke the pros- 
ecutor. Appel continued to speak and 
Ford declared it was the duty of ‘the 
court to stop the defense lawyer. 

The prosecution scored a victory 
yesterday when the court ruled that 
the State did not have to give up its 
dictograph transcript to the defense 
as requested by Rogers. There was 
an elaborate argument on the sub- 
ject, the lawyers going back several 
hundred years to the old Roman and 
English law. It was stated by ‘Dar- 
row in the course of his remarks that 
it was very apparent that the prose- 
cution wanted to hold the dictograph 


taking 
in his own behalf. It would not have 
that effect, said the defendant, for 
he proposed to tell all that had oc- 
curred in connection with the alleged 
bribery. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. Ford declared it 
would be an unheard of proceeding to 
allow the defense to secure private 
documents belonging to the Federal 
government and loaned the authori- 
ties of this county. “To corroborate 
Harrington we must produce wit- 
nesses who will testify they heard 
such and such conversations,” said 
Ford. “The document now in our 
possession shall not go to the de- 
fense.” 

Darrow maintained the Federal 
authorities had nothing to do with 
the case. He said Harrington came 
ta Los Angeles to manufacture evi- 
dence and that the doctiment in the 
hands of the District Attorney was 
presumably not a correct report of 
the conversations between himself 
and Harrington. 

“This conveféation has been reduced 
to writing,” continued the defendant. 
“The prosecution holds it as a threat 
over my head so I won't testify. One 
has a right to testify in one’s own be- 
half and I intend to exercise that 
right. The State has no right to keep 
that for rebuttal. It belongs to the 
evidence in chief and cannot be held 
up the sleeve of the State as a magi- 
clan would hold a coin.” ‘ 

Rogers deciared he wanted the 
document to ald him in further 
cross-examination of Harrington. He 
sald he wanted to get the witness to 
admit that the evidence was manu- 
factured at the Hayward Hotel, when 
the talk between Harrington and 
Darrow *svas supposedly recorded by 
means of the dictograph. Rogers 
mibpoenaed Capt. Fredericks to pro- 
duce the document in court. 

PROSECUTION WINS. 

Judge Hutton after praising the 
counsel on each side for their elabo- 
rate arguments said that he did not 
think under the circumstances that 
the mere copy should be introduced. 
He pointed out its apparent unre- 
Hability and the fact that the State 
had not evinced any intention of of- 
fering it as competent. He also said 
he did not believe it lay in the dis- 
eretion of the court to dictate how the 
evidence should be brought forward 
by the prosecution. This ruling was 
made about 4 o'clock after arguments 
had been made all day. 

When the jury returned Rogers 
first asked Harrington about Detec- 
tive Berlin of the Burns Detec- 
tive Agency. The witness said he 
knew him. Presumably the defense 
will call the man to contradict some 
of the statements made by Harring- 
ton. 

Harrington was alsoi asked again 
about his possible connection with 
jury bribery. He positively denied 
it. He also denied he had ever of- 
fered to be a secret agent for Burns, 

The inquiry then went into the 
purported conversation at the Hay- 
ward in which Darrow is declared to 
have made some damaging admis- 
sions to Harrington while two re- 
porters in another room were taking 
down the words that passed between 
the two men. He admitted that Dar- 
row had not stated he was responsi- 
ble for the Lockwood bribery. After 
a long series of questions along. this 
line, Rogers again demanded the 
dictograph record, but the request 
was refused. 

As soon as Harrington ts disposed 
of this morning, the State will call 
Detective Sergeant Biddinger of Chi- 
cago. Burns and other detectives 
will probably follow. The State will 
finish its case this week unless there 
are further interruptions.
